Coolidge, how ever,

posed that consideration of fu rth er 
tax reduction legislation be deferred 
until the effect of the p resen t revenue 
law has becom e ap p aren t. 
T he presid en t said th a t for those 
th in g s th e g o vernm en t is required to 
do “we a r e fast reducing ou r expendi­ 
tu re s to a m inim um co n sisten t with 
efficient service.’’ 
He added: 
“ W e have before us an estim ated 
su rp lu s of $67,000,000 for the c u rre n t 
fiscal y ear and $373,090,000 for the 
next fiscal year. 
Shall we em b a rk 
upon new p ro jects involving expendi­ 
tu re s which will prevent the accum u­ 
lation of th ese expected surpluses, or 
chall we con tinue the cam paign for 
econom y? 
I am for econom y.”

The president said v e te ra n s’ a p ­ 
plications had so far been below the 
nu m b er expected, and th a t if the a p ­ 
plications increased 
unexpectedly a

In pointing out the n ecessity of ap 
p ro priating $109,000,000 
for 
federal 
aid to states, Coolidge voiced his vig­ 
orous disapproval of state aid. 
“I am 
convinced that the broadening of this 
field of activity is d e trim ental both 
to federal and sta te g o vernm ents,” he 
said. 
The great increase for the d e p a rt­ 
m e n t of a g ricu ltu re was caused p ri­ 
marily by the necessity of increasing 
the amount approp riated 
for 
rural 
post roads from $18,000,000 to $80,- 
000,000.

Superintendent Knight of the royal 
police, stationed at Vancouver, sent a 
patrol to investigate. 
The Liard dis­ 
trict was reached after traveling hun­ 
dreds of miles on foot with pack dogs 
and navigating the swift lower Liard 
river 
by 
canoe. 
Big Aleck, when 
found, 
repudiated 
the 
story.

party of three policemen, commanded 
by

Girl Pleads for Life. 
After that confessions from the In­ 
dians came easily. 
These w’ere to the 
effect that Edy, a squaw’, had sus­ 
pended Mocassin head downward from 
a sapling to drive away evil spirits,

was

sorcerer. 
A girl, Lucy, 
found Mocassin 
hanging there and 
begged that he be cut down.

serted that he was killed first by hit­ 
ting him on the head with a rock. 
The polite arrested Edy, her three 
brothers, Dan, Jimmy and Clem, and

At a hearing there the In­ 
spector, a magistrate, decided that the 
prisoners should go to Vancouver for 
trial.
